Whea 1 icticted yponthis poynt 
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with a ſerious introuerſjon of

my delice, and my greedines of 
Combat was encreaſed , in the 
which what way ſocuer the Aduer- 
fary shalltake (except he will yceld 
to God's honour ) he runneth him- 
ſelf vponthe ſands. Yf heallowe of 
the Fathers ; he -then looſeth the 
field : Yf he exclude-them; he thus 
eſcapeth; but by flight. 

It ſo chanced { myſelf then being 
yong ) that lobn lewell”. the Ante- 
ſiznanus & fore-man of the Calui- 
niſts in England (who euer buylded 
his ſtate in the ruines of men's 
Soules) did in his Sermon at Paul's 
Croſſe , prouoke the Catholiks 
with incredible boaſting ; he 
through Hypocriſie , appealing to, 
and calling ypon thoſe Fathers, 


who flourithed within the firlt fix 
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hundred yeares of ourRedemption. 
Thoſe worthie men , who then ſuf- 
fered exile at Lowayne, in all haſte 
arreſted his challenge with their 
penns, though they ſtoode obno- 
xiousto divers difficulties, in regard 
of the iniquitie of the times. I dare 
be bolde to pronounce , that the 
calumnie, ignorance , improbitie, 
and ſupercilious impudencie of this 
lewell (who indecde wanted a foyle 
ro make his luſter good) then hap- 
* pely layed open by theſe Men's wry= 
tings, did ſo much benefitt ro our 
generall Cauſe, at that I canbardly 
remember any onething more ad- 
uantageous to the Catholike 
Churchof England , then groaning 
ynder the Burden, Menacing Edits 
and ſcrowles were in all haſte af- 
hxed vpon the common Poſts, thar 
no ſuch bookes should be redd, or

the. Fathers ; with which men this 
DoRtour inperemptorie: & C: 
words diſclaymerhfrom bauing «he

ciation : ſo loath is the Enemie to 
-Keepe anic quarter withthe Primi- 
tiue Writers and Fathers. 

One time in familiar diſcours, 

we throughly ſownded Tobre 

Mathew ( who now domineres in 
the Pulpit , enchanting , much 
aboue others, by his often Sermo=- 
ning, the eare of Creduliry , and 
whome for his good literature and 
ſparks of Moralitic we greatly af- 
fected ) entreating him to anſwer 
ingenuouſly and plainely; Whether 
thatman, whoſpent himſelfin dili- 
- gent reading the Fathers , could 
poſlibly fluctuate couching the 
truth of the Roman Religion , or 
could vnfeignedly embrace that 
Bayth , to Re which himſelf fo 
earneſtly exhorteth, He freely yn- 


breaſted himſelf, and thus replyecd:

All which former Reaſons and 
Conſiderations (as ſo manie ſealing 
Arguments, and cuen cloying my 
ludgement with ſatiety of Proofes) 
being fully & deliberatly weighed, 
I did hould itno litle inſolencic and 
madnes for me, to breake with all 
Chriſtians of precedent Times, 
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giuing them my laſt Adien ; and to 
comparte & conſociate myſelf with 
the verie froath of men, & certaine 
out-calts or loſt Companious. 
Wherefore I freely confelle, I am 
much encouraged and animared to 
this Conflict, in which except the 
Saints of God bedetruded & driuen 
out of Heauen, and proud Lacifer 
recouer Heauen, I cannot fall, In 
regarde whereof I doe preſume, that 
Ciarke , who ſo inhumanely doth

The Concluſion, 


Here now ( moſt celebrious Acade-

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at them. Cy RrIsT isrich, who will 
maintayne you : He is a Kims who 
will honour you: Lanteows,who will 
ſatiate you : Specious and beaurifull, 
who will heape vpon you all plea- 
ſure and happinefle, Vnder his 
Banner then marſhall yourſclues, to 
him giue vp your names ; that fo 
you being become truly moſt lear- 
ned, & ſpiritually moſt valourous, 
and this without delay ( for he is 
ignorant, who is cuer learning; and 
liveth cuill, who is cuer beginning 
to live well) you may cloſe vp 
your dayes with Trophies and 
Triumphs of Victorie.
